GRANT IN MEMPHIS. 
Arrival of the Distinguished Traveler 
in the Tennessee Metropolis. 


MEMPHIS, TENN., April 13.—Gen. Grant 
and party arrived this morning at 9 o’ciock 
viathe Mississippi and Tennessee Railroad. 
They were met at the depot by a delegation 
of prominent citizens headed by Dr. D. T. 
Porter, president of the Taxing District,who, 
in welcoming Gen. Grant, said: 
“y have the honor to welcome you 
to Memphis. I welcome you in the name 
of all ber citizens without distinction of race, 


natiovalifvy or party affiliation. I welcome 
you as one of the greatest military chieftains 
oftbis or any age or country, as twice the 
chosen chief executive of this great republic, 
and as one ofthe most distinguished private 
citizens in the world. As such allof us felt it 
an honor to open the gates of our 
city and tender you the hospitalities of 
our people. And may we not be 
permitted to add one more commission to 
the many which you have had with so great 
distinction? May we not, through you, sir, 
thank the people of these United States for 
their princely charity, that flowed in upon us 
from every quarter through three epidemics 
in such unabated measure as to mitigate ax 
much as might be the terrors of that frightful 
pestilence which devastated our fair city and 
filled our hearts with woe’ Sir, we ask you 
to accept our sincere greeting and welcome, 
and remain with us as long as you can make it 
cor venient to do so. ”’ 
GENERAL GRANT, IN REPLYING, 

said he was glad to visit Memphis again and 
thanked the committee for their hospitable 
welcome. Referring tothe charity that had 
been showered upon Memphis, he said it was 
a peculiarity of our country to always take 
care of those in distress, and if the Govern- 
ment failed in that respect the charitably dis- 
posed throughout the land would not let any 
ope suffer. The party were then driven to 
the Peabody Hotel, where refreshments were 
rerved. 

MEMPHIS, April 18.—At 10:30 o’clock a 
prewersion was formed which consisted of 
three white and two colored military com- 
psnies, police, fire department, with appara- 
ius, several colored societies and three bands 
of music. 

The committee of reception met Geneftal 
Grant at the hotel door, escorted himto a 
beck, and, upon giving the signal, the proces- 
sion meved with tbe carriage of General Grant 
ip the center.

HON. G. W. CARLETON, OF PEMISCOT. 

Hon. G. W. Carleton, ex-Member of the 
Legislature anda member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention, said in reference to Pem- 
iscot county, which he represents in the Im- 
migration Convention: ‘‘The ad¥antages of 
my county are its rich soil and tine product- 
ive qualities. Formerly the land was sub- 
jected to overflow, but since the construction 
of the ‘devil’s elbow’ cut, the lands have 
been redeemed and the water has remained 
twenty-two inches below the high water mark 
of 1867.

J.E. CASH, PIKE COUNTY, 
thought that old Pike was the banner county 
of Missouri. The ‘ands were mostly under cul- 
tivation, aud were very productive. While 
in this cuJtivated condition, there was plenty 
of it in the market at very reasonable fictures. 
Crittenden was Pike county’s choice for Goy- 
ernor. 
Rn. F. BOWEN, PIKE COUNTY, 
an alternate membertvo the convention from 
Pike cougty, thought the land of the county 
secvond toone in the State. It was one of the 
Jargest counties, and was the fifth in the scale 
of wealth. Pike was solid for Crittenden‘as a 
candidate for Governor. 
G. LUTHEY, OF PULASKI COUNTY. 

Gi. Lutbey, a delegate from Pulaski, con- 

tended that his county was also well adapted 
for general farming purposes. Theiand along 
the river and valleys was extremely fertile, 
while the uplands were the finest sheep-rais- 
ing sections in the West. Like all other coun- 
tics, there was stilla great deal of land which 
eould be secured for moderate prices. He 
had not given pclitics much attention, but ad- 
vanced the opinion that the Domocracy of Pu- 
laski favored the nomination of Col. Critten- 
ven for Governor. 
COL. JAMES LINDSEY,OF¥ REYNOLDS COUNTY, 
thought that Reynolds could offer as induce- 
ment for purchasers of lands the fact that it 
was rich in mineral deposits, such as silver 
and iron, while the soil Was first-class for agri- 
cultural purposes.

BUCK, OF STODDARD COUNTY. 

J. L. Buck, of Stoddard county, in laconic 
style, expressed himself concerning Stoddard 
by saying: ‘*Agricultural county; rich soil, 
lots of it for sale.”’?

HARRISBURG, Pa., April 13.—This fore- 
noon ex-State Treasurer Kemble, in custody 
of the Deputy Sheriff ahd accompanied by his 
counsel, went to the 
jail where Judge fYPearson soon came, 
closely followed by the District Attorney. 
Kemble’s counsel produced a telegram from 
him te prove he was voluntarily on his way 


to Harrisburg when a detective detained him. 
Kemble said he sent a telegram to M.S.Quay, 
Friday, telling him he would be in Harrisburg 
Mondsy to entera new bail; he also wrote 
to his Jawyers to the same __ effect. 
He said newspaper reports as to his intended 
flight were all false and without color of 
authority; be could prove by telegrams sent 
that he was on his way voluntarily. Heknew 
nothing of the visit: or surrender 
of  fPetroff, Salter, Rumberger' and 
Crawford. His businessand the precarious 
condition of his wife’s health prevented his 
getting here sooner. He never acted secret- 
lv per witha desire to conceal his identity. 
Hie would be here the’ 26th instant, if alive, 
touccept bis sentence. Witnesses were call- 
ed to prove Kemble’s’ intention to ap- 
pear voiuntarily in Harrigbury, and after 
some otjcec.ion bv the District Attorney, 
Judge Pearson admitted Kemble to bail in 
$5,000.

Co-Operation in Dress. 
[From tre New York Sun, 1l.| 

The Ladies’ Co-operative Dress Association 
threw open its Offices to the public yesterday 
at112 Fifth avenue. From 12 to 2 p. m.a 
committee of ladies belonging to the associa- 
tion was present to give a cordial reception to 
all callers. These receptions are to be con- 
tinued to the end of this week. The rooms 
have been hired for the summer by the mana- 
vers, aad are used in winter for a dancing 
school. The main room is in the second story, 
and it extends from front to rear, with win- 
dows. at both ends. Tbe flooris waxed; 
chairs and tables are provided for a 
hundred visitors. On the tables yes- 
terday wasthe tirst published ofticial pros- 
pectus of the enterprise. It is modeled after 
“a Similar association incorporated in London. 
in 1877, with a capital of $250 000. The object 
of the association is to establish a co-opera- 
tive store, well stocked with ladies’ and chil- 
dren’s dress goods and millinery. and to take 
orders for manufacturing such articles from 
materials furnished by shareholders. The only 
customers are to be shareholders. Each share 
costs $25, and one share entitles itg holder to 
every privilege in the institution. The goods 
are to be sold at a small percentage in advance 
of the costof the wares. Lunch, readi’g, 
writing and retiring rooms will be provided. 
Sales will be for cash. The London company 
during the first two months of its incorpora- 
tion turned its capital at the rate of six 
times a year. As s00n as_~ $100,000 
have been subscribed the association 
will go into aetive Operation. Meanwhile the 
officers are to be at 112 Fifth avenue, wherea 
bureau isto be kept open for the summer. 
The location for the co-operative store is to be 
selected next fall. The point, an important 
one, in which the American is to differ from 
the English store, is this: In the London 
store co-operation begins and ends with the 
shareholders. The employes are hired and 
paid in the same manner as a private individ- 
ual hires and pays hisclerks. Whereas, in 
tbe New York store, the employes are to be 
shareholders, atd, being interested in the 
protits, itis hoped by the voard vf managers 
that courtesy, fidelity and economy imay be 
secured. Educated and retined saleswomen 
are promised. Office hours for ladies desiring 
to call at 112 Fifto avenue are from 10a. m. to 
4p.m. 


A Royal Quarrel.

There has been another quarrel between the 
Czarowitz and his imperial father. The Crown 
Prince and Gen. Loris Melikoff happened to 
be in one ofthe galleries of the Winter Palace, 
when by a secret door in the wainscoating, the 
Princess‘). came out of Alexander’s apart- 
ment, and was ‘‘slated like old boots” by the 
Grand Duke, who, folding his arms, told the 
Czarina’s first lady of honor “‘that vou, vou 
alone, are the cause of all the mischief; vou 
have tired out our patience.’’ The Princess 
screamed and took refuge in the Emperor’s 
room, whence the czar came out, a moment 
afterward, in a towering rage, and, walking up 
to his son, told him that “the was entitled to 
his respect, if not to his affection, and that he 
advised him to be careful or he would prove 
it.?’ Loris Melikoff endeayored to pacify the 
Emperor, but was silenced with a gesture 
from Alexander, who, taking the Princess by 
the hand, led her to the door, and returned to 
his apartment. Russisn gossip, which has 


. beem very profuse in commentaries upon the 


great favor enjoyed by the Princess for some 
time, enlarges upon the consequences of this 
incident, generaliv looked upon, however, as 


the symptom of a definite rupture between the 
present and future sovereigns of all the Rus- 


sias, where all hope is lost that the counsels of 
the Moderate party will be listened to. 


A Romantic French Story.

A ceturned Communist named Gilbert has 
just been arrested here ona charge of at- 
tempting to murder his mistress in 1870,under 
peculiarly romantic circumstances. Gilbert 
loved the daughter of a police officer, who re- 
fused todonsent to the marriage. The 
lovers eloped and took refuge in a lonely 
house on the banks of the Main, where they 
lived for some time. But the constagt dread 
of discovery and disgrace so preyed on their 
minds that they resolved to commit suicide. 
They adorned the room with sweet-scented 
flowers and Jay down onthe bed to die to- 
gether. Gilbert, with trembling hands, 
then pointed a pistol at his mistress’ breast 
and fired. Next he turned the weapon against 
himself, and lodged a ballin his head. The 
noise aroused the neighbors. Gilbert was ar- 
rested with the ball still in his head. aeremnely 
enough both recovered. Gilbert escaped, but 
was recaptured. He got leave during the war 
to join the army, on the condition of recon- 
stituting himself a prisoner. He proceeded 
to Paris, where he was pressed into the serv- 
ice of the Commune, and was noe, bgt tl 
sent to Noumea. During his absencebis mis- 
tress married. Onhis returnto France the 
other day Gilbert, whése chief fault. was to 
have loved not wisely but too well, was rear- 
rested and now awaits judgment.

Prince Bismarck, who is now, accordfhg to 
all accounts, in the enjoyment of wonted 
the Easter holidays at 
Friedrichsruhe, his most recently acquired es- 
tate in Schleswig. Count Herbert, the Chan- 
cellor’s eldest son, though attached to the 
Prussian Embassy in Wresden, spends most 
of his time in Berlinas his father’s private 
secretary, in imitation of such diplomatic ser- 
vants ofthe Empire as Herr von Radowitz 
and Count Hatzfeldt, who, though accredited 
at Athens and Stamboul, respectively, con- 
trive to do a great deal of home work in the 
Wilhelm Strasse. Though parey thirty, 
Count Herbert Bismarck is now eligibie for 
the oftice of Minister. But few rising diplomat- 
isixbave hadthe advantage of such distin- 
ruished tuition and opportunities of qualify- 
ing himself for a prominent career. Count 
William, the Chancellor’s youngest son, pby- 
sicallv resembles bjs father much more than 
does bis brilliant brother, and for the rest, 
baving meanwhile chosen & parliamentary 
career, there is no one among the solid cohort 
of Old Conservatives in the Reichstag less in- 
clined to waste his powers in speech, or 
readier to vote in favor ofa new army bill, 
protectionist tariff, a muzzle-measure, or an 


anti-8ccialist law.

| How to Build and Where to Build Boats 


Adapted for the Trade Intended. 


The following is a letter in P - 
patch of so age fh Pee Oe 

The question of properly constructing steam- 
ers for our southerh and Western Rivers is not 
unconnected with the controversy raised avout 
ahe modeling of the Altoona, which we will let 
rest ior the present, but proceed to potnt out 
the great defect in the manner of her construc- 
tion. She was decidedly weak in her knuckles; 
her top, sides, deck, frame, guards and the 
entire ipper works were much too heavy. Had 
she been built from Pittsburg specifications she 
would have drawn 8 inches leas wuter with more 
strength and durability. Perfection in this 
science belongs solely to that city. It is a treat 
to scrutinize closely a vessel constructed there 
of any description. The strength is always in 
the right place; umple for what they are in- 
tended. 0 extra timber above light water. 
This symmetry in construction is exceedingly 
{imports nt to the navigator, much more so than 
is willingly conceved. There are but tew 
men who follow the river, as captains, pilots 
or mates, that do not think themselves entirely 
competent to xussuMme the responsi- 
bility of planning and directing the building 
ofa proper boat forany particular river or 
trace, and vet thereis notoneina hundred 
whe has this knowledye. The first difticulty 
encountered by them isthe proper size of the 
cruit. This is only reached by a thorough 
knowledge of the river and the business to be 
done, the manner, mode and depth of water 
itistobedone upon. Noone would select a 
cool wagon for light, or a bugyy fr heavy 
freight, nor should steamboats be built with a 
greater capacity than is absolutely mecessary 
jor a permanent and regular business demand- 
ed by the trade in which they ran. Anything 
more increases the expense of building and 
running; but when the navigator successfully 
reaches this important item of proper length, 
beam a d cepth, he aguin encounters a lack 
of knowledge in the proper specifications. 
Who is to furnish bim with this? They who 
have it aresafe in going anywhere for their 
work, but withoutit they run great risk. If 
builders were able, as theyshould be, by a 
proper study of their profes<ion and business, 
to answer the upp.icant correctly, who wishes 
his boat to carry sO many tons, on such depth 
of water, having her fast or slow, this wouid 
put an end to uncertainty. Tuere is much that 
could be gained by exainining closely the per- 
fection reacled in this important branch of in- 
dustry by Pitt-burg. or aes.”

The Post-DISPATCH of the 6th inst. quotes 
our suggestion in relation to the Barclay- 
Hockaday controversy, that it is impossible to 
‘*‘refute charges’’ presemied ‘‘withont evi- 
dence,’’ and then specifies the matter which 
it thinks Mr. Hockaday ought to explain.

The Defense Commenced—Efforts { 
Prove the Prisener’s Insanity, 


The Criminal Court this morning wag ocey. 
pied in hearing testimony in the case of Jo. 
seph Michael Kotovsky, indicted for the myr- 
der of Augusta Simons. The homicide wa, 
committed on the 10th of October, 1878, near 
the corner of Eighth street and Chouteay 
avenue. The prisoner, walking up to the de. 
ceased girl, shot her with a pistol. After 
firing the fatal shot he made his escape, byt 
finally reconsidered the matter and returned 
to the police headquarters, where he gaye 
bimself up. The testimony this morning wag 
chiefly directed to the confessions of the pris. 
oner at the time of his arrest. The first wj:. 
ness called to-day was 

. SERGT. FRAWK WATKINS, 
of the police force, who testified as follows: In 
October, 1878, Ihad charge of the Ceatra) 
Police Station at night. At that time I saw 


the prisoner, J-M. Kotovsky. He came to the 
ottice and asked for the Chief of Police. | 
directed him to the Chief’s office. He then 
asked for a detective, and said he wanted to 
give himself up. I asked him what he hid 
done. He said, **I have just shot a gir! oy 
Eighth street, and you will soon have a report 
of it.?? He said thathe had shot Augusta be- 
cause she had refused to gotothe Fair with 
him and had thrown offon him. The prison- 
er was searched and locked up. At that time 
the prisoner was very cool and collected, but 
the next day manifested some regret and 
remorse for the deed he had committed. 
DETECTIVE HUGH O’NEIL 

cook the stand ana stated: I ftirst saw the 
prisoner on the 10th of October, 1878. The 
prisoner came to the oflice occupied by the 
detectives inthe Four Courts and asked me 
if I had areportof agirl who had been shot 
down on Kighth street. Isaid no, and asked 
him if there had been one,and he said yes, 
that he justshot one. He gave as a reason for 
shooting her thatshe was going witb another 
fellow, and he objected toit. He said the 
homicide happened about thirty minutes pre- 
vious to bis arrival at the Four Cvurts. He 
said that he did not want to escape. that ue 
committed the murder, and was willing to 


suffer for it. His pistol, he said, he 
had thrown away. The _ prisoner was 
then turned over to the district office, in 


charge of Sergt. Watkins. He was then locked 
up. The prisoner said the girl’s name was 
Augusta. He did not give her whole name. 
OFFICER WILLIAMS 

first saw Kotovsky, the prisoner, in the hold- 
over, but could not telltheexacttime. It was 
the night of the murder. 
tion with the prisoner he told about throwing 
away the pistol, and gave a descriptioa of the 
piace where it could be found. 

Col. Normile at this point in the proceed- 
ings stated that some unimportant testimony 
which he had intended to offer would have to 
be left out, as the witnesses could not be 
secured. He would, therefore, rest the pror- 
ecution. 

THE DEFENSE, 

through Mr. Noland, in an opening speech, 
outlined the plan and plea of insanity which 
would be offered. Mr. Noland stated that it 
would bethe object. of the defense to 
prove the insanity of the 

risoner from his infancy upto the time oftue 

omicide. ‘The speaker claimed that insanity 
was hereditary in the maternal line of the 
prisoner’s family. 

Michael Kotovsky, half-brother of the pris- 
oner, was the first witness called for the «e- 


‘The -witness narrated the differ- 
ent members of the family who 
had sutfered from mental disorders. Wiih 


reference to the prisoner, the witness staie‘l 
that the prisoner was quick-tempered and 
venerally cheerful. After his mother’s death 
the prisoner became changed, and con- 
fessedtothe witness that his mind was 
affected. This conversation took place on tue 
Sunday previous to the homicide. 

Dr. Block was next called. His testimony 
related to the treatment of the prisoner, wh» 
was afilicted with fever. The testimony was 
not material. 

The depositions of Annie Long, half sister 
of the prisoner, who resides at 131 Polk street, 
Chicago, were then read. ‘The testimony of 
this witness was asto the insanity of the

FORTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Senator Bayard, 
from the Committee on Finance, reported 
with amendments Senate bill to previde for 
the appointment of a commission to investigate 
the question of the tariff. Placed oa the ¢al- 
endar. ’ 

The commission will consist of nine mem- 
bers to be appointed from civil life by the 
President and with the advice of the Senate. 
The first named will be presidant. 
The commissioners will receive $10 per day 
each during the period engaged in active duty 
and actiual traveling and other necessary ex- 
penses. It shall be the duty.of the commis- 
sioners to take into consideration and 
throughly investigate all the various questions 
relative to the agricultural, commercial, mer- 
cantile, manufacturing, mining and industrial 
interests of the United States so far as the 
same may be necessary to the establishment 
of 4 judicious tarif #§ or re- 
vision of the existing tariff 
upon a scale of justice to all interests, and for 
the purpose of fully examining the matters 
which may come before it, such commission 
is empowered to visit sucg different portions 
of the country as it may deem ad- 
visable. They shall report to 
Congress the result of their investigations 
and testimony taken from timetotime and 
make a final report not later than the tirst 
Monday in December, 1ss1. 

Senator Slater introduced a bill forfeiting to 
the United States unearned lands included 
in the grant made to the Oregon Central 
Railroad Company by the actof May 4, 1870, 
and for other purposes. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, which has charge of. all 
bills to forfeit railroad grants. 

The joint resolution legalizing the health 
ordinances of the District of Columbia was 
taken up.

The Immigration Convention Assetibles 
in Library Hall. 


Addresses by Hon. Thos. W. Fitch 
and Ex-Gov. Fletcher. 


Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization—Calling of the Roll. 


Full Report of the Proceedings—The Afters 
noon Session—Work of the First Day. 


The Missouri Immigration Convention is in 
session atthe Mercantile Library Hall, and 
every county of the 115 inthe State is repre- 
sented by delegates chosen by the people. The 
delegates, about 300in number, a full list of 
which was published in yesterday’s PoOsT- 
DISPATCH, fill two-thirds of the mammoth 
hall, and the rear seats and the standing room 
are occupied by interested citizens of St. Louis 


and the State. There are upward 
of 1,000 Missourians in the city 
directly attracted here by the 
convention. The counties easy of access by 


rail are strongly represented by citizens in ad- 
dition to the regularly elected delegates. It 
may besaieto say that nine-tenths of the 
vandidates for places on the State ticket 
next fall sre in the city, each witha retinue 
of supporters. The Laclede and Planters’ 
Hlouse are the favorite points for congregat- 
ing and interchanging of views. At the La- 
clede Crittenden and Hockaday both have 
engaged parlors and are entertaining their 
friends. 

State Auditor Holliday, candidate for re- 
election, Senator Parsons and John Walker, 
candidates for the place, are also there, as is 
Judge Dinning, of the Southeast, who wants 
to be Attorney-General, and Jucge Carter, 
who is making the canvass for the Supreme 
bench. 

Gov. Phelps is at the Planters’ House, as 
are several members of Congress. 

Phil. E. Chappel and Ed. ‘. Noland, candi- 
dates for State Treasurer, are at the Laciede. 

Candidates for Secretary of State are dis- 
tributed throughout the hotels and boarding- 
houses of the city. 

The delegates proper tothe convention are 
a fine-looking body of menas viewed in ses- 
sion, andinthe matter of the personne! of 
her representatives Missouri has vertainly 
reason to be proud. 

The delegates commenced to assemble at 
the hall before 10 o’clock this morning, where 
they were received by the members of the lo- 
cal executive committee and assigned tempor- 
arily to seats. At 11 o’clock blue silk 
badges were distributed to the delegates. They 
bear the arms of the State and the legend 
“Missouri Immigration Convention, St. 
Louis, April 1880.7’ By 11 o’clock the dele- 
gates were all in their seats awaiting the call 
to order. In the seats on the platform re- 
served for contributors and invited guests 
were noticed,among others: 

State Senator Robert C. P. Wilson, of 
Platte; State Senator Newberry; State Super- 
intendent of Immigration Andrew Mckinley; 
Col. Joseph L. Stephens, of Boonville; Nor- 
man J. Colman and Rev. Dr. Post, St. Louis; 
Chas. E. Peers, Warren; ex-Gov. E. QO. 
Stanard and State Senator Sam ©, Major, of 
Howard. 

THE CALL TO ORDER. 

At aquarter past eleven Mr. Thomas W. 
Fitch, chairman of the Executive Committee, 
called the convention to order. He said: 
‘‘As Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the St. Leuis Immigration Society, I will 
call this convention toorder. You have met 
here in response to a_ call from that 
society to present to the sister 
State, of Missouri and to Europe a full report 
of the resources of our State, its natural 
adaptation tothe cultivation and manufac- 
tares of various products, its systems of edu- 
cation and of law, its advantages for the in- 
vestment of capital and the desigability of its 
location for agricultural and skilled workmodn. 
A complete record of the proceedings 
of the convention wil! be made, and if 
it please you it will be the duty of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the St. Louis Immigratioa 
Society to properly arrange all matter here 
presented and to have the same put into book 
form for general and generous distribution ia 
the United States and in Europe. I believe 
that the work for which you have assem- 
bled will be well done, and upon 
you now rests the responsibility of making this 
movement a permanent success. It must ba 
made popular throughout the entire State by 
what you will do here now, and by your ef- 
foris and influence afterwards. The interest 
of the people in the State must be maintained 
and kept alive inthe cause of immigration 
that the resources of our State 
may be more rapidly developed 
and an impetus given to the growth and pop- 
ulation of its cities, towns and villages. Other 
States have at various times appropriated 
large sums of money and madeliberal laws 
to attract capitaland immigrants, and to this 
may be due the fact that they are better 
known and appreciated than the State of Mis- 
souri.’’ Mr. Fitch then relateda story, 
which he had beard from Gen. Sherman. Tne 
latter was driving with Gen. Von Moltke in 
Berlin, when the Prussian soldier remarked 
that Germany was flooded with books, pam- 
phlets, etc., showing the advantages of the 
United States and thus enticing her young 
men away across the Atlantic. 

‘*Gentiemen,’’ concluded Mr. Fitch, ‘it 
must be the purpose of this convention to 
makethe name of Missouri more familiar 
abroad than that of lowa, Minnesota and 
otber States that have sent their representa- 
tives to speak in behalf of those States, 
and we will hope that the 
Baron [meaning Moltke] will have more 
occasion to speak of Missouri than of Iowa; 
and now that we may proceed at once to or- 
ganize, I will call on the temporary chairman 
of the St. Louis Immigration Society to act as 
temporary chairman of the convention, viz.: 
ex-Gov. Thomas C. Fletcher.’’ 

GOV. FLETCHER’S ADDRESS, 

Ex-Gov. Fletcher then delivered a short ex- 
tempore address as follows: The peeple in 
every part ofthe Stateconcurredin the view 
that the wealth of the community is more cer- 
tainly the result of tue energy of manthan of 
the bestowment of bounties of nature. These 
nen, these peeple have unitedin one intelli- 


gent, well directed patriotic ef- 
tort for the purpose ot bring- 
ing to the Stute of Missouri 


the necessary capital and labor for the devel- 
opment of the vast resources of wealth which 
lie unused in every part of our State, yielding 
totbeclaims of industrial polities, intent on 
lifting up the State of Missouri to that high 
standard among the States of the Union whian 


she is entitled to attain; intent on the 
advancement of her greatness and power 
by the doubling of her population 


and wealth. These men bave come together in 
every county inthis State—Democrats and Re- 
publicans—all intent onthe accomplishment of 
this one grand purpose, and all uniting and 
forming themselves in one solid column, which 
shall move on to the advancement of this end. 
They have delegated you as the representative 
of the intelligence and patriotism upon which 
this movement is founded; they have 
clothed you with the authority to 
exhibit to the people ot the world a represen- 
tation ot the highest and the most important 
interests of the State of Missour!. I rejoicein 
being able to say thatin all the sixty years ot 
existence of the Stute of Missouri there has at 
no time assembled aconvention or body of 
men so able to represent and comprehend the 
higbest and best interests of the State asthe 
convention here now abouttobe organized. 
And I utter no mere formal expression when I[ 
say that I am doubly sensible 
of tbe distinction conferred in calling me to 
preside at your temporary organization. 
Native-born, every day ofthe half century of

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before you merely to refer 


my life spent amid the hills and valleys, the 
prairies and torests, on the sboresof the great 
river, and along the banks of the bounding 
streams ofthe State of Missouri, my feeling 


towards tne State in the utmost intensity is - 


that feeling which characterizes the highest 


love of home. I thank God tnat 
at last the voice ot the whole State 
is heard above the din of 


political strife [great applause] ; that Missouri 
will be represented tothe people of the earth 
as she is and as she deserves to be known.As a 
Christian people desiring to encourage the set- 
tlement among us of Christian people, it is but 
meet and proper thatupon a great undertak- 
ing such as this we should invoke divine nid 
nnd guidance.To that end [ would beg that the 
Kev. Dr. Post open the convention with pray- 
er. 
PRAYER BY REV. DR. POST. 

The invocation was commeaced bv the re- 
cital of the Lord’s prayer, after which Dr. Post 
implored the guidance and bejp of the 
Deity,concluding with the gupplication,*' Bless 
Thy servants, guide and direct them in all their 
meusures, through Jesus Christ Amen.’”’ 
During the prayer the whole conven- 
tion stood with uncovered heads. 

CALLING THE ROLL. 

Mr. Waldo Johnson moved that a committee 
on credentials be dispensed with, as there were 
no contested delegatious, and that the roll be 
called. Agreed to.

ty, oefore the roll was cailet, said

And the Result is a Suit for Three Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


Yesterday there was commenced in the Unit- 
ed States Court an interesting trial of.a suit 
which originated in a confusion or misconcep- 
tion of commercial terms. Brown & Brown, of 
Mobile, Ala., sued Scharff & Bernheimer, a 
well known commission firm of this cfty, for 
an alleged breach of contract, the sum involy- 


ed being $3,000. Itseems that inthe spring 
of 1879 Schartf & Bernbeimer offered to sell 
Brown & Brown a quantity of bagging,which is 
used cxtensivelv in the south for baling cot- 
ton. The following is a portion of the cor- 
respondence between the two firms, and will 
show how the trouble arose:

for Brown & Brown, and Col. A. W. Slayback 
and Mr. Nat. Mevers tor Scharff & Bernheimer. 
A large number ot commercial men were called 
in to testify, and the case was quite interesting 
to business men generally. 

When the evidence was all in Col. Slayback 
addressed the juryina vigorous and effective 
half-hour speech, and was followed by Mr. 
Jones for the other side. 

At « quarter past 2 ©’clock Judge Treat gave 
his instiuctions, in which he said that the first 
auestion to be determined was - whether 
thele was acontract between the parties to 
the suit, and in the next place was the bagging 
quoted by defendantsin thetrietters entitled 
10 be called all jute bagying. 

Tiejury retired at halt past 20’clock this 
afternvon. 

THE VERDICT. 

At 3 o'clock the iuryv returned into court 
with a verdict in favor @ detendaots, Messrs. 
Schaiff & Bernbeimer.

WEST POINT, N. Y., April 15.—Before the 
Court of Inquiry convened to-day, all the 
members of the court inspected Whittaker’s 
room and contents. The first witness was 
Maj. Alexander Piper. He gave his testimony 
nervously, and, in matter, corroborated the 
testimony of the cadets.
